Hitherto, Christian plillanttrop'ste, cleri- 


cal and Jttj', have.busled themselvts chiefiy 
In.denou.nclng' sinful recreations; bu- I feel 
that.woJiave no right to stand before men 
and women, in .whose hearts there-is a de- 
aire for. recreation'amounting to positive 
necessity, .denouncing this and that nnd 
tho.other tblnj, when we do not propose to 
give-thorn something better. 
God helping 


rno this njorstag,. and with reference to my 
last.account, I shall.enter upon a sphere not 
usual In.-sermonizlns, bat n subject which 1 
think ought to be presented at this time. 1 
propose now to lay before you some of tho 
recreations which aro not oaly innocent, 
but positively helpful and advantageous. 


In tho flret place, I commend, among in- 


door recreations, music, vocal and instru- 
mental Among.the first things created was 
tho bird, BO that the earth might have music 
at.tho start. This world, which began with 
so sweet a serenade, Is finally to.be deiroU 
isa'ed amidst the ringing blast of tho arch- 
angel's trumpet, io that as taere was music 
at the start, there shall be music at the close. 
While this Heavenly art has often been 
dragged Into tho uses of superstition and 
dissipation, wo all linow.it cony be tua 
means of high moral culturs. Oh, it is a 
grand thing to havo our children brought 
up amidst the sound of cultured voices 
and amidst tho melody o' musical instru- 
ments. There is in this art an indescribable 
fascination for tho household. Let all those 
families who |havo tao moans to uilord ifc, 
have flute or harp, or piano or organ. As 
soon as;the'Hon'd is large enough to com- 
pa'es the keys, teach it hoiv- to pick ous tbo 
melody.. Let all our young men try this 
Heavenly art upon thelv nature. Tiioeo 
who hnvo gone -into it fully havo found in 
It illimitable recreation nnd amusement. 


Durk days, stormy nights, seasons of sick- 


ness,.business disasters, wUl do little toward 
depressing tho soul which loan pal op off 
over musical kuys or soar in Jubilant lay. 


It will cure pain. It will rest fatigin1. It 
will quell .passion. It will revive health. It 
will reclaim dissipation. It will scrcn^thon 
the immortal souL In tho battle of Water- 
loo Wellington saw ithat tho Highlanders 
wore falling back. Ho said: "What-IB tho 
mattor thoroV" Ho was to'.d that tho bond 
of music had ceased playing, and he called 
up the pipers and ordered them to strike up 
an inspiriting air; and no sooner did they 
strike tho air than tlio Highlanders were 
rallied aud helped to win the day. Ok, yo 
who have been routed in tbe conflicts of 
life, try by the forco of niuslo to rally your 
scattered battalions. 
I am glad to kuow that in our groat cities 


thoro is hardly a night In which thcro are 
not concerts where, with tha best musical 
instruments and tho sweotesS voices, people 
may Iind entertainment 
Patronize such 


entertainments when they are afforded you. 
Buy season tickets if you can for Ihe "Phil- 
harmonic" and tho "ilacdol and Hadyn" 
societies. Feel that the doll:ir aud a half 
or two dollars that you spend for tho pur- 
pose ot hearing an artist play or sing is a 
profitable Investment Let your Stelnway 
halls and your acadomioB of music roar with 
tbo acclamation of appreciative audlencps 
assembled at tho concert or the oratorio. 


Still further, I commend as worthy of sup- 


port tho gymnasium. 
This institution is 


gaining in favor every year, and 1 know of 
•nothing more freo from dissipation or more 
calculated to recuperate the physical and 
'moiitol .enorgiea Whllo there ore u good 
many pooplo who have employed this insti- 
tution thoro is a vast number who are Ig- 
•norant of its excellence. Thero are men 
with cramped cheeta and weak sides and 
deipondsnt spirits who through the gym- 
nasium might bo rouiod up to exuberance 
and exhilaration of life. Thero aro many 
Christian 'people despondent from year to 
year, who might through nueh an Institu- 
tion be benefited la their spiritual relations. 
Thero aro Christian people who seem to 
think-that Itis a good sign tolbe poorly, and 
because Blchard Baxter and Robert Hall 
,-were invalids thoy think that by tho same 


tho same 


conscicncca'r.na imaginations or~mon; but- 
ting this country fifty years farther ill ad- 
vance than it w'ould have boen without tho 
lecture platform. 
1 rejoice in the popularization of out-door 


sports. I bail the croquet ground and the 
asherman'3 rod and the sporaman'u gun. 
In oar cities life is so unhealthy and un- 
natural that when the census taker repre- 
sents a city as having 400,000 Inhabitants, 
thera aro only 200,000, since it-takes at 
least two men to amount to.one. man, BO 
depleting and unnerving and exhausting is 
this metropolitan lire. We want more trcsa , 
all, more sunlight, more of tbe abandon of 
field sports. I cry out for It in behalf of I 
tto church or God as well as in behalf or 
seculor interests. I wish that this winter 
our ponds and our rivers and our Capltollne 
grounds might be all awake with the heel 
and the shout of tho swift skater. I wish 
that when the warm weather come the 
gracef ill our might dip the stream ond tnfl- 
eveninxtlde be resonant with boatman's 
oong, the bright prow splitting the crystal- 
line billow. 
We shall have tho smooth 


and grassy lawn, nnd we will call out peo- 
ple oi all occupations and professions, and 
ask them to join in tbe ball-player'a sport. 


You will coma back from these out-door 


exercises and recreations with strength in 
your arm, and color In your cheok, and a 
hush in your eye, and courage lu your heart 
Iu this great battle that is opening against 
the klng'dom ot darkness wo wont not only 
a consecrated BOul, but a strong arm and 
stout lungs and a mighty musc.o. I bless 
God that there ore BO many recreations that 
have not on them any taint of Iniquity; rec- 
reations in which we may enfogofor the 
st-rcnguienliig of. tbo body, f or the clearlpg- 
of tho Intellect, tor tho illumination of the 
soul. 


Them i» stil! another form o( recreation 


which I commend to you, and that IP tho 
pleasure ot doing good. I huvo seen young 
men weak and cross and sour and re- 
pelling in their disposition, who, by ono 
Heavenly touch, have wakened up and be- 
come blcsaod and buoyant, tho ground un-

. Still further: i;commend you to a large 
class of parlor games and recreations. Tbero 
Ii a way of making ouri. homes a hundred 
fold more attractive than they aro now. 
These parents can not expect to koop their 
children away from outside dissipations un- 
less, they make tha domestic clrclo .brighter 
than any thing they can ilnd outside of iti 
Do not, thon, sit in your home surly and 
unsympathetic, and with o, half condemna- 
tory look, because of thosportfulnessofyour 
children. You were young once yourself; 
lot your children bo young, Because your 
oyefl are dim and your anklea ore ;sti£I do 
not denouncejho sporttulness of;those upon 
whoso eye there 1« the first lustor, and in 
whoso foot thoro is tho bounding joy o£ 
robust health, 


I thank God that in our drawing-rooms 


and in our parlors there aro innumerable 
games and aporta whiohhavanotupon them 
tho least taint of Iniquity. Light up all your 
. homes with innocent hilarities. Do not sib 
. down with tho rheumatism, wondering how 
. childron can go on so. Rather thank God 
that their hearts, aro so light and their 
laughter is no free, and that their cheeks aro 
so ruddy and that tholr expectations ore so 
radiant The night will como soon enough, 
and tho heartbreak, and tho pang, and tlio 
desolation—It will como soon enough for 
the dear cbildiea. But when tho storm act- 
ually clouds the sky It will bo tlm o enough 
for you to haul out your reel! tackles. 


Carry, then, into your homes not only tho

n.m«rican form o£ amusement. Just who 
nvontod It the Tourist Is unablo to sar. 
t3 nam« Is toundad upon the predomlnat- 
njf topic of conversation, and the occu- 
atlon by -which tho tima 1« passed; not, 
is might be suppoaod,from the conduct of 
>e eunsts and participants. The first 
jstntlal movo Is to provld* tb» KU«»ts 
with soissors. Each pair of scissors Is 


ecorated with a jrayly-docoratod ribbon, 
nd those whoso colors match are part- 
era. Tha nait movo Is to follow the 
clssors up with a largo sheet of paper- 
no sheet per guest. Thon time is called 
and tho fun begins, each participant hav- 
ng flva mlnutas in which to cut out a 
.onkey. A committee, usually of six— 
hroo ladies and throe gentlemen—is so- 
octod to pass judgment, and two prizes 
ire givon, one for tho best result and' the 
jthor for tha one whoso production least 
osembles tho patient, long-oared bruto. 
Orton thero are four prizes, and the ladies 
and gentleman compete separattly. Some 
of th« results aro quite startling, and one 
las difficulty, often, in docldinz wh»tb»r 
h» object boforo him most rssombloj an 
eloctrllled octopus or an Instantaneous 
jhotograph of a Montana cyclone In full 
iperation. 
In tho next act tho "donkeys" (?) aro 


bun£ on tho curtain, and tho guosts, after 
jolng assured that tho awful creatures 
are all muzzled, are permitted to see tho 
collective products of their unhealthy 
imaginations and wonder whoso night- 
mare is tho worst. Tho most amusing 
part of tho programme, however, comes 
ast, A large shoet of paper, on which, a 
donkey is drawn, is bunp on tho wall. 
Each victim Is provided with a long 
strip of paper—called, by courtesy, a tail 
—and a pin. Each "tail" is numbered, 
and in the order of their numbers the 
"uosts come forward and aro blindfolded. 
A'curious attendant then spins the first 
victim around throe or four times till the 
poor individual isn't quite certain whether 
ho or tho drawing is tho donkey, and then 
loaves him. Tho required movo Is now for 
tbo botcddled guest to take tho paper tail 
and pin it on th» donkey. And at this 
point nature weeps. Sometimes the taU 
Is pinned, on a poor, unoSeudine chair 
some twenty font away, and bearing sou'- 
east-by-sou1 from tho donkey to whom tho 
appendage belongs. Sometimes it is care- 
fully located, and with, moro or less pro- 
priety, according to circumstances, on the 
coat tail of ono of tho g_uests, and about 
once in forty times within speaking dis- 
tance of tho donkey, to whom it really bo- 
longs. Such is the "donkey party" in its 
civilized state. Some of tho donkeys are 
not "cut out" until the party breaks up, 
but variations are at tho discretion of the 
iost.
